FRESH AIR (Continued). 


More Reasons for Ventilation—Re- 
sults of Breathing. Bad Air— 
Breathing in the Open a Most 
Excellent Practice—Re- 
capitulation. 


Heat and moisture are two promi- 
nent factors in constituting ideal 
breathing conditions of the air. The 
temperature of a room should never 
exceed seventy. degrees. Fahrenheit. 
The heat from a stove, for instance, 
not only dries the skin and the air 
passages, but when sitting near a hot 
stove certain parts of the skin and) 
‘body are overheated. The consequence | 
‘is a rush of blood to these parts, 
‘whilst other parts may be suffering 
from lack of heat and blood. 
| unequal distribution of the blood 
‘tends to cause disorders. A vessel 
'with water should always be near a 
stove or heater, in order that a proper 
amount of moisture be maintained in| 
the air of the room. On the other 
hand, a continually damp room pre- 
disposes to various ailments, among 
others to different forms of rheuma- 
tism. Hence a house in a low, damp 
place, especially when built too near 
the ground, should always be avoided.

for man the chief organs of breath- 
‘ing, the skin is the next in order. As 
‘through the tissues of the lungs, 80 
‘also through the skin is there’ ex- 
changed the oxygen of the air with 
the carbon-dioxide of the blood. In 
addition, the skin, especially under 
favorable conditions of temperature 
moisture, excretes from the system an 
almost incredible amount of poisonous 
and waete material. More will be 
said about this at another time. 

To the above reasons for ventilat- 
ing living rooms, viz... accumulation of 
carbon-dioxide, the need of circulat- 
ing alr, the better regulation of tem- 
perafure and moisture, and the neces- 
sity for skin hygiene, may be added 
one other. In every inhabited room 
a greater or less amount of dust is 
always stirred up, and organic matter 
from the bodies of persons, in minute 
particles, is constantly being given 
off. All this foreign material in the 
air of a room is, to a large extent, 
carried off by proper and frequent, if 
not constant, ventilation. Especially 
is the organic matter a decided im- 
purity, yea, even a poison to the 
human body. Many germs are thus

These 
people soon began to feel headaches, 
had bowel troubles and constipation, 
loss of appetite and of energy, com- 
plained of sleeplessness, and very 
frequently developed tedious colis, 
coughs and finally consumption. 


Before closing this short discussion 
on fresh air, we cannot in justice fail 
to omit a practice which everyone, 
without exception, should accustom 
himself to. We mean deep breathing 
in the open air. One can very easily 
do this while walking on the street. 
Do 4 in the following way: Take ase 
deep a breath as it is possible for you 
to take, at the same time throwing 
the shoulders well back and holding 
the head high. With your lungs full 
of air hold your breath as long as you 
can. Then exhale to the fullest ex- 
tent. Do this repeatedly, and practice 
it daily a number of times. This exer- 
cise brings the foul air, possibly con- 
taining germs, out of all the secret 
recesses of the lungs. The bicod 
rushes to these sluggish parte of the 
lungs, exercising and stimulating 


-\them, thus making them more resis- 


tant to diseases.
